Wednesday night there was broadcast here the plat- 
{ form of the varied groups maligning and working to 
undermine the President’s peace policies. It was pre- 
sented by the man responsible for more disaster and 
human suffering in this country than any other. Herbert 
(Breadlines) Hoover, generalissimo of the battle against 
the veterans of Anacosta Flats, came out in defense of 
the fascist aggressors, with endorsement of the basic 
line of the Hitlers and Mussolinis against these United 
States. 
Observe the spurious core of Hoover's ‘arguments. 
“The Western Hemisphere,” he said, “is still protected by 
a moat of 3,000 miles of ocean on the east and 6,000 miles 


in the west.”

5 The Japanese aggressors make no bones about their 
aim to sieze the Philippines and to push on to Hawaii 
and America’s western shores. Has Mr. Hoover heard 
that there are in this day and age airplane carriers that 
can bring bombing fleets uncomfortably close to our 
shores when fascism has, by weakening democracy in 
Europe, prepared the way? 

And Mr. Hoover need only look in the mirror and at 
his companions around him to see a valid argument as to 
why the fascists” plan assaults on de- 
mocracy with the aid of traitors within our shores. 

We can here devote ourselves to only a few more 
choice examples of Hoover’s arguments. Take this from 
his radio address: “It is my belief,” he said on Feb. 1, 
“that the Western democracies of Europe can amply de- 
fend themselves against military attack.” And yet back 
in September, 1938, Hoover and his kind argued that 
superior fascist military might demanded the Munich set- 
tlement. Didn’t Lindbergh peddle stories about the un- 

| defeatable fascist air armada? And didn’t the Hoovers use 

' | that as an argument for base capitulation? But today the 

American Chamberlains need a reverse argument, and so 

Hoover concocts it. 

In fully approved fascist fashion, Hoover adopts the 
basic line of Hitler and Mussolini about the need for to- 
talitarian expansion. Does Mr. Hoover have Austria and 
Czechoslovakia and France and Latin America in mind 
when at this hour of world history he said: “The world will 
not remain static, for the pressures of populations, eco- 
nomie life, and defense are not static forces.” 

The Nipponese militarists as they slaughter the Chi- 
nese people make the same arguments.

When Mussolini demands Nice, Savoi, Corsica, Tunis, 
his “reasons” are those fully approved by Hoover. 

Starting from this premise, which is the back- 
ground of the Munich conspiracy, to shift boundaries 
to suit the demands and military strategic needs of 
fascism, it is understandable why Hoover and his cronies 
want no distinction made between AGGRESSOR and 
VICTIM. 

Hoover wants no interference with FASCIST 
AGGRESSORS violating boundaries. He wants no help 
offered to democratic victims of fascist war-fomentors. 

And that is why Mr. Hoover is against an embargo 
on supplies or arms to Japan. Along with his friends, the 
du Ponts and Morgans, who are making the most money 
out of supplying such war materials to Japan, Hoover 
urges no interruption in supplying weapons to be used 
ulfimately by Nippon against the United States. 

Hoover, who spent many a confidential hour with 
Hitler, insists that the butcher of Berlin be supplied 
“equally” with American weapons to arm fascists in 
Latin America, in Spain, to weaken American security.

Emergency Expected to 
Arise in Few Weeks 
From Fund Cut 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The 
WPA $725,000,000 deficiency appro- 
priation bill today went through 
final passage when the House 
agreed to compromise proposals of 
the Senate, and was sent to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

While the bill is less by $150,000,- 
000 than the President's original 
request, it contains a provision per- 
mitting the President to ask for 
more funds if an emergency arises 
and limits dismissals in the two 
remaining winter months to not 
more than 150,000 or 5 per cent. 

The appropriation is projected to 

last to June 20, tc end of this 
fiscal year. 
Observers predict that ah emer- 
gency will arise soon. The Workers 
Alliance and labor organizations are 
urging the President to permit no 
dismissals for the coming month 
and to ask for another appropria- 
tion at the end of 30 days.

BERLIN, Feb. 2 (UP).—Nazi Gete 
many’s precarious economic H.

to more than 100 times as great as 
its total holdings of gold and for- 
eign exchange. 

The statement disclosed that the 
ratio of gold and foreign currencies 
to notes had fallen to 09 per cent 

in the week ended Jan. 31 from 1.0 
| per cent in the preceding week. The 
| ratio of gold to total sight Mabili- 
ties dropped in the same period 
to 0.8 per cent from 09 per cent. 

Both ratios were the smallest in 
recent history of the Reichsbank. 
While present reported gold stocks 
at 70,773,000 marks are more than 
7,000,000 marks above the record 
low point reached Sept. 30, 1936, 
they are approximately 1,180,000,000 
marks below the bank's gold hold- 
ings prior to the outbreak of the 
World War.

Why Spai in Will Never Be Conquered 


By Invaders 


“My lord, you are mistaken. Your 
glory will fade in Spain.” 

These prophetic words were writ- 
ten at a time when Napoleon's 
armies were about to sweep over 
the Iberian Peninsula. As a diplo- 
matic maneuver, to facilitate the 


intended invasion in the political

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field, Joseph had been placed upon 
the throne which the Spanish 
monarch, Chalres IV, had abdicated. 

From the beginning Joseph was 
uncertain about his future success 
as the ruler of the Spanish people. 
Soon after he had arrived at 
Madrid he wrote again to his 
brother: “The spirit of the people 
is against us everywhere. 

This spirit of resistance was 
something that Napoleon entirely 
ignored in his optimistic assump- 
tion that he would conquer Spain 
as he had already conquered the 
rest of Europe. 


SAME SPIRIT ALIVE 


It is this spirit, as alive now in 
modern Spain as it has always been, 
which “will break the Germano- 
Italian invasion in the same way as 
it broke Napoleon’s. 


However hopeless the military 
situation may seem to be at any 
given time, Spanish history shows 
us precedents In sftuations which 
were apparently quite as hopeless 
but which eventually ended in vic- 
tury for the Spaniards. 

NAPOLEONIC PARALLEL 


Superiority in arms and in general 
military technique will never, in it- 
self, conquer this proud people, 
when they know that their liberties 
and independence are at stake. 

President Negrin’s slogan: “To 
resist is to conquer,” is no new one 
to the Spanish nation. 

Look at the parallel between the 
present Germano-Italian invasion 
of Spain and the Napoleonic cam- 
paign of 1808-1814. 

Just as the present Spanish Gov- 
ernment was taken unawares by the 
military uprising of a rebel General, 
supported by the armed forces of 
Germany and Italy, and had to fall 
back, so the older Spain reeled at 
the first impact of the trained and 
efficiently equipped armies of Na- 
poleon.

territory were lost, so that at one 
Stage of the war Catalonia was 
completely severed from Central 
Spain just as it is today. 

Yet in spite of all her grave han- 
dicaps in this struggle, which lasted 
for six years, Spain finally hurled 
her enemies back beyond the 


Pyrenees. 
This historical precedent can be 


an object-lesson which should con- 
stitute a warning to Spain's present 
enemies and an encouragement to 
her friends. 

NAPOLEON TERROR FAILED 


Napoleon's aim in 1808 was to 
“clean up” from the north of Spain 


to the south, all the main roads 


leading to France, to inflict severe 
punishment on a number of cities, 
and under threat of treating them 
the same way, to compel the re- 
mainder to accept his rule. 

On May 2, 1808, he made his on- 
slaught on Madrid. The French 
army occupied the city only after 
bitter resistance from the Span- 
jards who contested every inch of 
ground. 

Foreshadowing Franco's methods, 
Napoleon then endeavored, by 
means of mass executions in the 
parks of La Moncloa and El Retiro, 
to terrorize the population into sub- 
mission. He failed, as Franco has 
failed in his similar experiments at 


Badajoz and his murderous bomb- 
ing of the civilian population. 

The attack on Madrid roused all 
Spain in angry resistance to the 
invader. 
Corunna, Cartagena, Murcia, Valen- 
cla, Seville, Cordoba, Cadiz, Gra- 
nada, Saragossa, Badajoz—immedi- 
ately organized the first armed par- 
ties of peasants, who recklessly, but 
with amazing courage, threw them- 
selves against the trained French 
troops. 

Nevertheless, as in 1936, there was 
no real political unity among the 
Spaniards. The resistance was 


All the big towns—Oviedo, 


By 1809 the French armies had 
occupied half of Spain, over an area 
extending from Corunna to Barce- 
lona, Madrid and nearly to Badajoz. 

The Spanish forces, which had 
been disunited, then unified rapidly 
into a determined army under the 
central command of General Gas- 
tanos. This army's first victory, 
when it defeated the forces of Gen- 
eral Dupont at Bailen, afterward 
proved to be, though so early in 
the campaign, the issue on which 
the whole war was decided. 

But Napoleon's armies were by 
no means defeated yet. At the be- 
ginning of 1810, numbering some 
300,000 men, they marched farther 
and farther southwards, capturing 
Malaga, but failing at Cadiz, which 
was fiercely defended. 


Catalonia was cut off, the Span- 
ish armies were divided, until at one 
period the only part of Spain re- 
maining unconquered was a narrow 


belt of territory lying to the south 
of Andalusia, 

It is interesting, to compare this 
desperate position with the 2 
military situation in Spain. 

Those who are inclined to feel 
that Loyalist Spain is doomed to 
inevitable defeat would do well to 
study the infinitely worse terri- 
torial position in which Spain 
found herself in 1810, and from 
which she ultimately broke 
through to victory. 

In 1812 the tide began to turn 
The Spanish armies, in co-opera- 
tion with British troops under 
Wellington, made sweeping advan- 
ces, dislodged the French troops 
from Madrid and forced them into 
retreat. The final decisive battle 


invaders withdrew in great disorder, 
and in October, 1813, the Anglo- 
Spanish armies made a last “clean- 
up” when they crossed the Pyrenean 
frontier and entered France ita.

GIVES COURT POWER 


In “clarifying” the amendment, 

the Republicans leave it entirely up 
to any judge to decide whether a 
wire may be tapped or a telegram 
intercepted. 
Under a bill introduced today, 
an order to permit tapping of a 
telephone or telegraph wire “may 
be issued by any magistrate in the 
state upon oath or affirmation of 
tae district attorney (or law en- 
forcement officer) that reasonable 
ground exists to believe that evi- 
dence of crime may thereby be ob- 
tained.” 

Smee the words “reasonable 
ground” are not defined it is com- 
pletely up to the magistrate to use 
what restraint they see fit in is- 
suing wiretap orders. A combina- 
tion of a reactionary judge and 
reactionary district attorney or law 
enforcement officer could tap the 
wires of any union, political party 
or progressive organization on the 
undefined ground that evidence of 
a crime may thereby be obtained. 

Another Republican bill puts a 
mandate upon officers and em- 
ployes of telephone and telegraph 
companies when “it shall appear“ 
that a crime, unlawful business or 
transaction has been, or is being, 
perpetrated. 


ATTACK ON CIVIL RIGHTS 
The search without warrant 


clause is slipped into an amend- 
ment that has for its ostensible 
purpose bringing the civil rights 
law into accord with the wire- 
tapping amendment. 

The bill makes a so-called dis- 
| tinction between wire-tapping evi- 
dence and tangible evidence and 
then declares that the latter type 
of evidence may be obtained and 
used without a court order. 

“There is a wide difference in 
the method employed in procuring 
evidence that may be usable at a 
trial and in intercepting telephone 
messages,” Senator Coudert and 
Assemblyman Mitchell explain. The 
first method frequently has to be 
used on the spur of the moment 
the time often being so short that 
even the necessary typing involved 
in getting a search warrant could 
not be done. 

“Consequently, the proposed act 
provides that evidence of a tang- 
ible nature shall not be rendered 
inadmissable, even though pro- 
cured without a search warrant.” 

The. present requirement of a 
search warrant is regarded as a 
fundamental protection against 
unreasonable search and seizure, 
the bill of rights of the Federal 
Constitution states: “The right of 
the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and effects 
against unreasonable search and 
seizures, shall not be violated,” and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath 
or affirmation.”

» Gov. W. Lee O' Daniel's (Texas) exten- 
sion of a 30-day reprieve to a doomed Negro 
prisoner, “just so he can suffer more before 
he is relieved by execution,” is about as low 
and sadistic as humans can get.

Said Gov. O’Daniel: 

“It seems to me that few forms of punish- 
ment could be more harsh than to see certain 
death staring you in the face day and night for 
thirty days. I, therefore, grant a thirty-day re- 
prieve ... in order that Winzell Williams (the 
Negro prisoner) may suffer this dreadful punish- 
ment thirty days before he is relieved by death 
in the electric chair.” 


Dirty and mean as this attitude is, espe- 
cially coming from a chief executive of a 
state, it would be entirely wrong to regard 
it as the ravings of a mad man. Gov. 
O' Daniel got into office last November on the 
wildest demagogy, making all sorts of hypo- 
critical promises on social security, and spe- 
cifically on pensions. He even campaigned 
the state with a hill-billy band, playing (of 
all things!) “The Golden Rule.” 

Now he sees his house of promises crum- 
bling all about him. He hasn’t brought the 
pensions. Instead, he is proposing trans- 
actions and sales taxes to burden the poor 
still more. And the people are getting wise 
to him. So to divert their attention he tries 
to arouse a lynch hysteria against the Negro 
people; he tries to quiet and divide the people 
by offering them the corpse of a brutally tor- 
tured Negro.

And the lower-class hero, if they study these 
pictures, is invariably fighting some corrupt sheriff or 
banker, or other upper-cless villain who is in cahoots with a gang of 
land-grabbers or cattle-rustlers. The strong, silent hero is always on 
the side of the oppressed. not the oppressors. 
Such pictures evidently become revolutionary when played against 
a background of colonial oppression and Tory fascism. We are too 
close to it, we don't see it, it is part of the alr we breathe. But there 
is still relatively a good deal of freedom 
And fascists whether Nazi, American or

Any social] worker could have dis- 
pelled this illusion by data on the 
shocking incidence of pregnancy 
and venereal disease among high 
school students. 

Or perhaps the Board believes 
that the facts of human reproduc- 
tion are better taught to the pupils 
by one another in locker-rooms, or 
by parents who themselves are 
often half-ignorant and frequently 
covered with confusion at the task 
which confronts them, rather than 
by trained, impersonal biology 
teachers.
